NEW JAPANESE DESTROYERS. 
pene er See : 


Two lorgé-typs destroyers are vow being 
built forthe Imperial Japanese Navy, one at 
the Maizaru Naval Dockyard and the othér at 
the Mitsa Bishi ‘Shipbuilding .and. Engine 
Works, of Nagasaki, . lo armament, speed and 
‘olher respects they are both of the same: style 
their dimessions being 1,150 tons displacement 
20,500 horse power and speed 43 ‘knots, and 
both will be. fitted with turbine engines. The 
largest destroyer lo the navy bitherto-was of 
374 tons displacement -baving 7,400. horse: 
.power “and a speed of. 31.62 knots. 
Ia England: the jargest of tho five des-. 
troyers-now.io course of construction hav a dis- 
placement ‘of.only 1,000: tons, 15,500 horse- 
power and 33 knots speed ; while the biggest of 
the nine destroyers built and launched 12. 1907/ 
and 1908 ranged between 795 and 935 tons. 
The horse-power of the last was also limited ta 
from 14,250.16 1§,500, though thelr spsed of 
35.67 knots is Somewhat superior to’ that’ of. 
Japanese destroyers, . As to the armament of 
the largest British ‘destroyers, we are not ina 
“position to-give any. accurate information, here 
owing to there being no official statement on the 
matter, but.we, shall not be far out if we infer 
‘that they carry two q-inch guns and: two tor: 
pedo tubes. Germany has so destroyers dis- 
placing over 670 tons with over 12,000 horse 
power having a speed of over aud: 30 knots, 
Thus the vew Japanese destroyers now build- 
iog excel the biggest British destroyers by 150 
tons displacement, and 500 horse power, so 
sthat they can be sald to bb the largest -ever- 
built. ‘The reason why our naval: authorit| 
saw the necessity of. constructing such a lar; 
type lies, it is-needless-to say, in lessons 
dearat. in the late war with Russia. For 
‘had our navy then been jn possession of such 
destroyers-as, those sow to be built, our fleet 
might have cut off the retreat of the enemy and 
more closely pursued its vessela, as was the 
case in the battle off Uisan, The constraction 
of large destroyers as well as big battleships 
has become the fashion among the naval powera 
the world over As each squadron has its flag: 
ship carrying the officer.in command, s0a flag-" 
destroyer is attached to cach destroyer flotiiafor 
‘the same purpose, In the case of naval mance- 
uvres when the déstroyers of cach naval station 
aro organized into separate flotilias, a flagship 
is decessary for the commanding offiirs who 
act as umpires, In such cases hitherto ardin- 
ary croisers have been ased as the flagship of 
the commander of the destroyer flotilla; but 
congiderable inconvenience has been felt as 
‘thesé could not fally discharge the function of.

same in all cases, namely, the prevention of the 
accumulation of standing water, which is 
necessary for the development of the. larvae
